JEFFERSON CITY, July 1—The 
Missouri Supreme Court today for- 
mally incorporated into its rules the 
reform program recommended by 
a judicial commission of lawyers 
appointed by the court last No- 
vember to conduct a survey of the 
practice of law in Missouri and to 
propose effective methods for regu- 
lation of the bar. 

» The court entered an order adopt- 
ing the recommendations and writ- 
ing them into additional court rules 
Nos. 35-39 inclusive. The commis- 
sion report was accepted and ap- 
proved by the court in a conference 
last month, but formal adoption 
was deferred until provisions of the 
be written into the 
form of court rules. No material 
changes were made in the revision 
of the report into rule form. 

Disbarment Provisions. 

The additional rules will become 
effective next Nov. 1, instead of 
Jan. 1, 1935, as had been suggested 
by the commission. The commis- 
sion, which made its report last 
May 12, was made up of 11 lawyers, 
and was headed by former Gov. 
Henry 8S. Caulfield of St. Louis. 

The procedure for disbarment of 
attorneys for unprofessional and 
unethical conduct will be facilitated 
under the new rules. Heretofore 
such cases have been instituted 
largely, by the grievance commit- 
tees of the State and local bar as- 
sociations. 

Under the new riles, the Su- 
preme Court will appoint a bar 
committee in each of the 38 judicial 
circuits, These committees will 
hear any complaints against 
lawyers. If a committee determines 
a complaint is justified, it will file 
disbarment proceedings either in 
the Circuit Court or the Supreme 
Court. 

Heretofore no appropriation has 
been available for conducting dis- 
barment proceedings. Under the 
new program, an annual enrollment 
fee of $3 will be imposed on each 
licensed attorney, to provide a fund 
for disciplinary and regulatory pur- 
poses.

Admittance Requirements. 

The rules increased the require- 
ments as to educational qualifica- 
tions of applicants for examination 
for admission to the bar. The new 
rules also require an investigation 
by the judicial circuit bar commit- 
tee as to the moral fitness of the 
applicant. The present require- 
ment is a certificate from three 
practicing lawyers “ind a circuit 
judge as to good moral character. 

The commission was appointed at 
the suggestion of the Missouri 
State Bar Association, after the 
Supreme Court ruled, in disbarring 
Paul Richards of St. Louis from 
the practice of law, that it had the 
inherent power to control and reg- 
ulate the practicce of law in Mis- 
souril, independent of any constitu- 
tional or statutory grants of 
power. 


DROUTH CYCLE ABOUT OVER, 
U, S. WEATHER CHIEF SAYS 


Charts Indicate Precipitation Will 
Reach Maximum in 10 or 
15 Years. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 11—Willis Ray 
Gregg, chief of the United States 
Weather Bureau in Washington, 
said here yesterday that he was 
hopeful of increased annual precipi- 
tation, approaching a maximum in 
10 or 15 years. The drouth, he 
said, appears to be the final vicious 
dip of a 25-year dry cycle. 

“While it is impossible accurate- 
ly to forecast weather conditions 
for a long period in advance, a 
study of weather charts for the past 
100 years indicates that eras of 
maximum and minimum - rainfall 
occur in 25-year cycles, he said. 
“The drouth this summer is at the 
bottom of such a dry cycle, accord- 
ing to the charts, and should be 
— by increasing rainfall.

CAUSED AIR CHASH FATAL TO 7 


Coroner Thinks Pipes in Cabin 
May Have Leaked, Leading to 
Mountain Accident June 9. 

By the Associated Press. 

KINGSTON, N. Y. July 11. — A 
new theory, asphyxiation, was ad- 
vanced by Dr. Victor Q. Bourke, Sul- 
livan County Coroner, yesterday as 
the cause for the crash of the 
American Airlines airplane against 
Last Chance Mountain in the Cats- 
kills June 9, killing seven persons. 

Dr. Bourke, testifying at an in- 
quest, said he thought the giant 
liner had traveled 20 to 40 miles 
with no one at the controls. 

“Could the pilot. see the moun- 
tain 100 feet ahead in the fog?” 
District Attorney Murray asked. 

“Yes, he could,” Bourke said. He 
added the ship was 52 miles off its 
course. “Heating pipes ran through 
the cabins,” he explained. “These 
drew warmth from the motors. Mo- 
noxide gas could have leaked from 
the exhaust to mix with the vapor 
in the pipe, overcoming the four 
passengers and the crew of three.”

NEW YORK, July 11.—Advice 
on improving German-American 
trade relations, Ivy L. Lee, who in- 
terprets John D. ‘Rockefeller to the 
public, was engaged by a German 
chemical firm at an annual salary 
of $25,000, it was revealed today. 

Lee’s testimony was in the form 
of a deposition examined at a spe- 
cial executive session of the Con- 
gressional subcommittee which is 
investigating un-American  activ- 
ities. 

Lee, public relations counsel of 
the Standard Oil Co. of New York, 
testified, through his deposition, 
that about a year ago he was hired 
as adviser by the I. G. Chemical 
Co. of Germany. Lee is in Europe 
at present. In announcing the text 
of his deposition, the committee 
said: 

“In May, 1933, he received a first 
payment of $4500 from the German 
firm ... and at the time of the 
payment, Mr. Lee decided to enter 
the item in his books as a receipt 
from the Swiss I. G. although he 
never represented the Swiss I. G. 
or advised it in any way, according 
to the deposition.” 

How Payments Were Made. 

An additional cash payment of 


$14,450 was given Lee last apes 


fin his personal xccount and — 
the item in his books as a receipt 
from the German.I. G., and at the 
same time the Swis. I. G. account 
was changed to German I. G.” 

A balance of $6500 remained to 
be paid on Lee’s $25,000 contract, 
the committee stated. 

“The committee feels,” the an- 
nouncement continued, “that Mr. 
Lee should be questioned as to 
whether this money was paid, and 
if so, where, how and when and 
by whom, and as to what he did 
with the money, and how it was 
entered in his books.” 

James Lee, the committee said, 
is his father’s contact man in Ger- 
many at a salary of $33,000 a year, 
in which capacity he sends here 
“literature or propaganda from the 
German I. G. officials as well as 
Government officials.” 

Reciprocating, Ivy Lee supplies 
his son with various reports, the 
eommittee stated.

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RUMORS OF ANOTHER

Operators Meet at Pitts- 
burgh to Discuss Wages 
—New Federal Board

public Steel Corporation disclosed 
yesterday that it hed thrown out 
its last contracts with unions af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.

GRAND NATIONAL STOCK 


Wellston Trust Co. Says Ed 
Mays Got $276,000— 
Calls Contract ‘Sham.’ 


Answering a suit filed against it 
in Federal Court, the Wellston 
Trust Co. today denied it now or 
ever was the actual owner of 2400 
shares of capital stock of the Grand 
National Bank. 

The answer described as a 
“sham” the contract by which it 
was made to appear that the trust 
company was the owner of that 


stock. 

The receiver for the Grand Na- 
tional Bank, John W. Snyder, has 
sued the trust company in the 
Federal Court to try to collect an 
assessment of the par value of the 
stock levied by the Comptroller of 
the Currency for the purpose of 
helping the bank to pay its credit- 
ors. The suit is for $240,000. 

The transaction involving the 
2400 shares of Grand. National 
stock dates back to Nov. 16, 1931, 
when Ed Mays controlled both the 
Grand National Bank and the 
Wellston Trust Co., as well as the 
Continental Life Insurance Co., and 
other financial corporations. It was 
fully aired in the recent tria] of 
the State Insurance Department’s 
suit.against Continental Life. 

The Wellston Trust Co. asserts 
the deal was made to provide Ed 
Mays with the use of $276,000, 
which was the purchase price of 
the stock which the trust company 
presumably bought from Mays. The 
answer states that a credit of $276,- 
000 was entered on its books for 
Mays; that Mays exhausted that 
credit by withdrawals, but that the 
trust company never received pos- 
session of or title to the stock. 

The Wellston Trust Co., which 
has been closed for more than a 
year, is being liquidated by the 
State Finance Department.

Chancellor Hitler’s newspaper, 
the Volkische Beobachter, today ed- 
itorially underscored a warning 
given foreign correspondents by 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, Minister of 
Propaganda, in an address last 
night. : 

“We wish-to emphasize the Min- 
ister’s frank warning that ‘the Ger- 
man Government is no longer in- 
clined to tolerate foreign corre- 
spondents inciting nations against 
each other,” says the newspaper. 

Foreign correspondents  consid- 
ered the possibility of making for- 
mal remonstrances. They pointed 
to the difficulty of getting con- 
firmation of reports and rumors. 

Difficulty of Getting News. 

“There would be no inconsistency 
in our reports,” said one cor- 
respondent, “if definite confirma- 
tion or denial were possible at all 
times. It has been my experience 
to be asked, ‘What business is it of 
yours?’ when I endeavored to con- 
firm certain reports.” 

Goebbels struck particularly at 
French, Russian and English press 
and radio reports of recent whole- 
sale executions. He did not men- 
tion the American press. 

A majority of the press, Goebbels 
charged, “embarked upon a cam- 
paign of lies which in its malicious- 
ness can be compared only with 
the campaign of atrocity tales that 
were set in the scene against 
Germany during the war.” 

Prussiaz. Premier Hermann Wil- 
helm Goering, writing in the Na- 
tional Zeitung, added another edi- 


torial warning to those directed at 
foreign correspondents. He said |; 


that previous reminders, if unob- 
served, would be translated into 
action. 

“Sincé foreign correspondents 
pride themselves,” he said, “on hav- 
ing a nose for news, these gentle- 
men should not forget that one does 
not :ssue further warnings, but will 
act upon them.” 

The Foreign Press Association 
was called into special session to- 
day to consider as.a matter of pro- 
fessional honor Goebbels’ attack. 

In view of Hitler’s habitual at- 
tacks on “foreign atrocity mongers” 
it was believed the Chancellor 
would elaborate on Goebbels’ utter- 


ances in his speech to the Reichs- 


tag Friday. 

The Reichstag, 100 per cent Nazi, 
gave all powers to Hitler and his 
cabinet for four years in March, 
1933, and since has been called in- 
to session only to hear important 
pronouncements. The latest meet- 
ing, held December 12, 1983, lasted 
seven minutes. Church issues also 
may be discussed by Hitler.

Navy Pilot Makes 2750 Miles in 14 
Hours and 30 Minutes.

W. G. Tomlinson, U. 8S. N., landed 
his SF-1 scout biplane at the naval 
air station last night, 16 hours and 
25 minutes after leaving Anacosta 
field, Washington, D. C.

J. N. Darling, chief.of the Bureau, 
of Biological Survey, and his as 
sistanfs, gave the most comprehen- 
sive report in the history of ‘the 
bureau on what has happener to 
waterfow! during the past.year. ~ 

Of the observers on the Atlan- 
tic Coast and in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, 27 per cent reported a decrease 
in waterfowl population during the 
past shooting and breeding séa- 
sons. But the decrease in the 
plains states and on the Pacific 
Coast is far more serious, the re- 
port showed. Sixty per cent of the 
observers in the Pacific states re- 
ported decreases and 59 per cent of 
the observers in the plains states. 

: Situation in Canada. 

The outlook from Canada was 
somewhat less gloomy for there the 
drouth struck earlier, before water- 
fowl had begun to nest. However, 
Clarence Cottam of the Biological 
Survey said that north of the 
drouth area in Canada, an area in 
which breeding conditions are still 
comparatively ideal, there was only 
one duck nesting where there 
should normally be at least 10 
nests, 

Cottam said that four species— 
mallards, black ducks, widgéons 
and pin tails—were decreasing less 
than other species.. The red head 
was in a precarious condition, he 
said. 

Dr. F. C, Lincoln of the Biological 
Survey, described the marked de- 
crease in birds on the Pacific and 
Plains States flyways, due to dis- 
ease and overshooting. It would be 
many years, he said, before these 
flyways would be repopulated since 
waterfowl followed their ancestral 
paths so faithfully from year to 
year. 

Darling gave a forceful summary 
of his first year as chief of the 
bureau. He explained complete re- 
organization whereby two divisions 
had been created, one of wardens, 
field men and regional men, and 
another of research experts. 

~=jtestrictions in Money 

Much less money is available for 
the purchase of lands for waterfowl 
refuges than had been expected, 
Darling said, and most of the mon- 
ey that has been appropriated must 
be spent under the terms of other 
departments of the Government, he 
added. There is available the fol- 
lowing: $1,000,000, to be spent un- 
der the Forestry Division; $3,500,- 
000 of’ drouth relief funds which 
must be spent for refuges in the 
drouth area; $1,5°0,000 of the ap- 
propriation for submarginal lands 
which may go to bird refuges un- 
der certain conditions. In addition, 
Darling is seeking $2,500,000 Oof 
Public Works funds to establish 
the breeding areas which may be 
acquired with these funds. 

“I think enforcement of game 
laws is possible,” said Darling, 
“much greater enforcement than 
we've ever had before. Last spring 
we employed what I called ‘phan- 
tom squadrons’ that went after vio- 


lators in a concentrated way. This 
squad operated for a week between 


Portland, Ore., early in August. 
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“We-have recommended the pro- 
hibition of baiting. That is a rec- 
ommendation, mind you, not a rul- 
ing. We advocate @ permit from 
the Biological Survey for the priri- 
lege of baiting and before we issued 
such a permit we would want to 
know the number of members in 
a shooting club and so forth. If 
we find abuses of a permit we will 
withdraw it.” 

Darling described his efforts to 
restrict or do away with the auto- 
matic and multiple shotgun. The 
ammunition and arms manufactur- 
ers said they would like to abolish 
the multiple and automatic gun, 
but could act only on request of 
the Government. Darling then 
sought to get President Roosevelt 
to issue an executive order, but the 
President insisted that the initia- 
tive would have to come from the 
arms manufacturers. At last the 


arms group wrote a letter to Roose- 


velt saying they would welcome 
such a step, That was a week ago. 
Now the manufacturers are taking 
a referendum of the country on 
this question. 

“The difficulty is,” said Darling, 
“that in that referendum there is 
no way to distinguish between a 

n and a killer. However, 
we think we'll get somewhere on 
this matter before next year.”

Twenty-Six Men and Two 


Women Questioned 
About Killing of Kansas 


City Aid of Pendergast. 


KANSAS CITY, July 11.—Twenty- 


six men and two women are held inf 


the police investigation of the as- 
sassination yesterday of John Lazia, 
North Side factional leader of Boss 
T. J. Pendergast’s Democratic or- 
ganization. 

One of the men taken in custody 
is Charlies Taibi, 25 years old, who 
has been free on bond while wait- 
ing trial on a charge of participat- 
ing in the slaying of Webster 
Kemner, bank messenger. 

Federal men were reported tak- 
ing part in the investigations, lead- 
ing to the theory that out-of-town 
gangsters may have killed Lazia. 
Another theory under consideration 
was that liquor dealers who have 
been operating without licenses 
blamed Lazia for the series of po- 
lice raids conducted in the last few 


cently of violating the Federal in- 
come tax laws after a trial that 
focused attention upon the mys- 
terious sources of his revenue, died 
nearly 12 hours after eight bullets 
penetrated his body. 

As he lay in the hospital, one of 
his last voiced thoughts was of 
Pendergast. Lazia’s district rolled 
up the majorities which gave Pen- 
dergast victory last March over a 
non-partisan slate which sought to 


oust the Democratic boss’ hold on 


the city hall. 

Friends of Lazia crowded the 
hospital corridor.during his last 
hours of life. Among them was 
Miss Mary McElroy, daughter of 
City Manager H. F. McElroy, who 
was kidnaped last year and held 
until ransomed for $30,000 by her 
father, 

Chief of Detectives Thomas J. 
Higgins said today there seemed to 
be no excuse for holding Lusco, one 
of Lazia’s political rivals, and that 
he and probably most of the 20 
other men arrested on pick-up or- 
ders would be released. 

“Lazia and I did have differences 
a long time ago,” the officérs quot- 
ed Lasco. as saying, “but we 
have made up and have been the 
best of friends.

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Dominic Giambroni Fled 
Following Brother’s Mur- 
der in 1923, Son Testi- 
fies at Inquest.

Dominic Giambroni lived ii 


That was the theory developed 
at the inquest into his death, held 
yesterday at Imperial, in Jefferson 
County, 17 miles south of St. Louis, 
where Giambroni was shot to death 
Monday night. The Coroner’s ver- 
dict was homicide at the hands of 
parties unknown. 

Giambroni’s son, Joseph, a shoe 
worker, of 1631 North Eighteenth 
street, supplied the information on 
which investigators built up their 
theory. His father fied from St. 
Louis, the son testified, because he 
feared for his life. Someone had 
told him to “get out of town.” 
Someone had given him a sum of 
money: to establish himself in new 
surroundings. “Who?” and “Why?” 
were questions the son said he 
could not answer. 

in ; 

Jefferson County authorities, 
however, think it significant that 
Giambroni’s departure followed 
soon after the murder of his broth- 
er, Paul, who was shot in October, 
1923. Paul and Dominic, until that 
time, operated a saloon at 1001 Bid- 
dle street. 

In the saloon, in the year prior 
to Paul’s death, there had been two 
murders. Paul and Dominic were 
arrested. on each occasion, but 
nothing came of it. A Coroner’s 
jury named them as the, slayers of 
Fortunato Dipasquale, but the evi- 
dence was held to be insufficient 
to bring them to trial. Dipasquale, 
shot Nov. 25, 1922, told his wife and 
daughter before he died that the 
Giambroni brothers shot him in a 
quarrel over a poker game. There 
was no corroborative evidence. 

No evidence was found in the 
murder of Joseph fFardello, who 
was shot and killed in the saloon 
March 17, 1923. No evidence was 
found pointing to the murderers of, 
Paul Giambroni. No evidence has 
been discovered so far tending to 
identify the, killers of his brother, 
Dominic. 

Returned Three Months Ago. 

Three months ago Dominic and 
the family he had acquired at In- 
dependence, La., where for 11 years 
he operated a strawberry ‘arm, re 
turned to St. Louis, and took « 
flat at 1632 North Eighteenth 
Street, across from that of his son 
Joseph. His 25-year-old wife, his 
second, knew .nothing of his pre- 
vious career in St. Louis, and, of 
course, his three sons by his second 
marriage, the eldest 9 years old, 
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closed today that the cost of fuel 
in St. Louis for the six months end- 
ing last month shows the highest 
increase of any city in the country.

Mayor Changes Date From 
July 23 to Accommodate 
-Some Members. 


/Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day that the special session of the 
Board of Aldermen, to raise rev- 
enue for the sinking fund and pass 
appropriations for work relief, or- 
iginally called for July 28, has been 
postponed to July 30. 

The postponement was at the re- 
quest of several members of the 
Board who either are out of the 
city on vacation or are planning 
trips. 

As has been told, the special ses- 
sion is primarily to consider legis- 
lation to help meet the anticipated 
deficit of $2,465,000 in the city sink- 
ing fund, for which the Mayor 
plans to submit four special tax 
measures previously defeated by 
the board — increases in the taxes 
yon merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
stock and sales, gallonage taxes on 
beer, wine and hard liquor and an 
increase in the city gasoline tax. 
Also to be considered is an ap- 
propriation of about $300,000 for 
work relief to match $750,000 in 
Federal funds already alloted. The 
work probably will be the paving of 
75 miles of streets and will employ 
between 1500 and 2000 «men for 
about three months. , 

In addition, legislation authoriz- 
ing the city to enter into a con- 
tract with the Federal Government 
in connection with PWA grants for 
improvements is to be presented so 
the city can start work. A new 
smoke ordinance also will be intro- 
duced. 

The Mayor.said he would have 
his legislative program drafted by 
July 23 and had written to each 
Alderman requesting a personal in- 
terview prior to the special session 
so he could discuss the program

SU-DAY TEST ORDERED 
FOR ALUMINUM GOD 


Johnson Refuses to Suspend 
it Despite Charges of 
Monopoly. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 11—Charges 
of monopoly against the Aluminum 
Co. of America and a demand for 
suspension of the aluminum code, 
which becomes operative today, 
were ignored by Gen. Hugh 6&5. 
Johnson yesterday. 

“TI don’t think the code creates 
monopoly,” the Recovery Admin- 
istrator told reporters. 

Independent aluminum interests 
demanded suspension of the code 
following a decision by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New York reversing a verdict of 
acquittal in the $9,000,000 damage 
suit brought by the Baush Machine 
Tool Co., of Springfield, Mass, 
against the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica—a Mellon-controlled concern. 
The Bausch Co. is a member of the 
independent group. 

In approving the aluminum code 
| for a 90-day test period, Johnson 
said he would order an investiga- 
tion to determine the extent to 
which the code has operated to 
protect small enterprises from any 
alleged oppression and discrimina- 
tion.” 

It was disclosed that the Justice 
Department is pursuing its inves- 
tigation of monopolistic charges 
against the Alumiium Co. of Amer- 
ica. 

Attitude of Company. 

The company has welcomed the 
NRA investigation. Roy A. Hunt, 
president, said: 

“We are giad Gen. Johnson in- 
vited investigation since it gives us 
opportunity publicly to defend our- 
selves against unfair attacks such 
as have repeatedly been made 
against us. During the last DW 
years the Aluminum Co. has been 
subjected to more investigations 
than probably any other company 
in America.” 

In a statement issued here, the 
independents asserted: “The New 
York decision is a sweeping vindi- 
cation of the charges made by in- 
dependents against the Mellon 
aluminum trust. It should clear the 
way for the immediate prosecution 
of that monopoly by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. It is high time 
that the Government enforce the 
anti-trust laws instead of leaving 
it to the independents to vindicate 
those laws and to protect the vic- 
tims of this trust which reaches 
for its illegal profits into every 
household of the nation.”

who make a business of following the great American game, were 
mulling today over two definite conclusions. 


One is that there is more sports- 
manship and will to win in the 
American League than there is in 
the Nati and the other is that 
big league players and managers 
must revise their attitude toward 
the All-Star game idea, if the af- 
fair is to survive as a show inter- 
esting to the cash customers and 
creditable to baseball. 

Baseball primarily is a contest, 
a struggle between two nines, and 
undoubtedly most of the 48,363 per- 
sons who packed the vast horse- 
shoe grandstand and bleachers of 
the historic Polo Grounds for the 
second annual game between teams 
picked by the fans of the country 
paid their money to see a contest. 

But what they saw was a glori- 
fied exhibition game, a parade of 
skillful performers, with the Ameri- 
can League’s glory of victory 
dimmed by the National League 
team’s obvious lack of enthusiasm 
in an affair in which somebody else 
would get the money, marbles and 
chalk, regardless of the outcome. 

Hubbell at His Best. 

It was a painful thing for old- 
timers to see the National League 
strangle the contest after a dra- 
matic and brilliant start. Charley 
Gehringer opened the game with a 
single to center, a single off the 
great Carl Hubbell, and when Cen- 
ter Fielder Berger fumbled, ~eh- 
ringer raced to second. Manush 
walked and then Hubbell slipped 
over a called third strike on Babe 
Ruth. 


The butterfly curve was working 
now. The stands were cheering. 
Here was action at its best and 
baseball drama. And when Gehrig 
swung thrice and struck out, the 
cheers burst forth in greater vol- 
ume. As Gehrig fanned, Gehringer 
and Manush worked the double 
steal to advance to third and sec- 
ond, respectively, and the stands 
roared with anticipation. Here was 
a struggle worth while. Jimmy 
Foxx, the great slugger, the brawny 
armed personification of batting 
power, facing the game’s most 
famous pitcher, with runners on 
second and third. 


It was no mere exhibition game 
to Hubbell. And it was more than 
that to Foxx. Hubbell put every- 
thing he had on his pitches, and 
when he made of Foxx hig third 
straight strike-out victim, the great- 
est cheer of all burst from the 
stands. 


Each fan was glad he was there. 
A show worth while! A baseball 
classic! Worth traveling a long 
way to see this. Then Frankie 
Frisch picked on Vernon Gomez’ 
first good pitch and cracked a 
home run into the upper deck of the 
right-field stand.

are still practicable and recovery is 
still attainable, 

"In the court of reason, in the 
light of history, the burden of proof 
rests wholly on those who would 
persuade us to the contrary.” - 

Not Opponent of Change. 

The New York attorney said he 
was speaking “neither for nor 
against the ‘New Deal.’” 

“Under that title good has been 
done, no doubt, which no one would 
wish to undo,” he said. “And I 
share the general admiration 
evoked by the energy, promptitude 
and driving power shown by Pres- 
‘ident Roosevelt.

“Let us, each and every one of 
us, live and let live.” 

Insistence for Peace. 

In all of our American na-

CHICAGO, July 11.—Young Re- 


publicans throughout the nation 
were called by their party leaders 
today to fight “as we have never 
fought before,” against the “colos- 
sal bureaucracies” of the Demo- 
cratic administration. 

Col.- Theodore Roosevelt Jr. 
sounded the keynote of.the cam- 
paign, assailing the policies of 
President Rousevelt, in an address 
yesterday to young Republican 
leaders from 19 states. 

“You,” he said, “will pay the 
piper for the follies of the Demo- 
cratic- administration, for you will 
pay the debts they incur. You and 
your children will struggle under 
the laws they make and you should 
have a say in the party councils. 

“These are grave times. Our lib- 
erties are being violated, cast aside 
and disregarded. Free speech and 
a free press are threatened, as 
well as the very spirit of the bill 
of rights. 

“What does this colossal govern- 
mental regimentation mean? It 
means the forfeiting of everything 
for which the country has stood. It 
means a country frozen in classes 
and directed by an oligarthy. 
Colossal bureaucracies have al- 
ways been the same—rigid, tending 
to corruption, and by their very 
strides perpetuating themselves. 
We should fight against them as 
we have never fought before.”

Decree Transfers Cases Inves- 
tigated by OGPU to Supreme 
Courts of Soviet Repubhics.

MOSCOW, July 11.—Revoutionary 
changes in the method of prosecut- 
ing political cases are provided for 
in a decree of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Soviet Union. 

The judiciary functions of the 
OGPU (secret police) are abolished, 
and hereafter cases investigated by 
his organization will be tried in the 
Supreme. Courts. of the republics 
constituting the union. 

Appeals may be made to the Su- 
preme Court of the union, then to.a 
reviewing body composed of the 
chairman and two other members 
of the Supreme Court and finally to 
the Central Executive Committee. 

The decree re-establishes the Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of Internal Af- 
fairs in which the OGPU will be in- 
cluded. 

Old Collegium Abolished. 

Heinrich lIagoda, vice-president 
and now acting head of the OGPU, 
will be commissar for internal af- 
fairs, and the old collegium of the 
OGPU will be abolished. 

The decree enumerates the func- 
tions of the new eommissariat as 
follows: ‘ 

To secure revolutionary order and 
state safety; to protect public and 
Socialiat property; to register vital 
statistics; to direct the frontier 
guard. 

Ordinary cases investigated are 
to be sent to the regular courts; 
cases connected with the state safe- 
ty to the Supreme Court of the 
union, and cases involving treason 
and espionage will be transferred 
to the war collegium of the Su- 
preme Court. : 

A special body is to be formed to 
administer deportation, exile and la- 
bor camps.

He will review 3000 Ameri- 
can soldiers at Gatum Locks. 

Mr. Roosevelt is the first Pres- 
ident to make the canal transit 
while in office. é 

The canal had not been ecomplet- 
ed when Theodore Roosevelt, near- 
ly 30 years ago, broke the prece- 
dent against Presidents leaving the 
United States by going to the scene. 
Dinner With Panama President. 

President Arias of Panama _ will 
entertain Mr. Roosevelt at dinner 
tonight. 

The Houston will begin the long 
Pacific run to Hawaii some time 
tomorrow. The cruiser New Or- 
leans will replace the destroyer 
Gilmer, carrying newspaper men, 
and the destroyer Williamson, with 
secret service men, a8 a convoy. 

In an address at Cartagena yes- 
terday the President assured Colom- 
bians this is an era in which “each 
and everyone of us lives and lets 
live.” 

There is a new era of relations 
in the Americas, he said, expressing 
the hope that the Chaco war be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay would 
be speedily settled. 

The President spoke at a club 
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on Citadel Hill. In the audience 
were President Olaya Herrera of 
Colombia and other high officials 
of the republic. 


President Goes Ashore. 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke late in the 
day after a luncheon with President 
Olaya and Government officials 
aboard the Houston.

WASHINGTON, July 11. — The 
gross income of all corporations in 
this country fell from $160,600,000, 
000 in 1929 to $107,500,000,000 in 
1931, and the percentage of the 
total accounted for by corporations 
“without new income” increased 
from 19.3 to 51.61 per cent, accord- 
ing to figures released by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
today. 

“Although a considerable fraction 
of the country’s business is done 
without a profit even in prosperous 
times,” the board’s statement said, 
“the year 1931 made a new record 
for the volume of profitless busi- 
ness and for the ratio of such busi- 
ness to the total.” 

More than half of the business of 
the nation was done at no profit, 
according to the board’s analysis. 
Although the statement added that 
net income, as defined for corpora- 
tion income tax returns, does not 
exactly correspond wtih net profit 
as understood by business. “But it 
approaches sufficiently close to 
throw valuable light on the course 
of business profits in the years cov- 
ered in the conference board’s anal- 
ysis,” the statement said. 

That the processing and manu- 
facture of metals and metal prod- 
ucts has suffered greatly during the 
depression is shown by the fact 
that while prior to 1929 only 8.2 
per cent of the gross income of in- 
dustries in this group represented 
corporations reporting no net in- 
come, this percentage jumped to 
59.6 in 1931, For the metals groups 
the total gross income in 1929 was 
$24,100,000,000 and in 1931 it was 
$11,500,000,000. —

What it meant to 
them suddenly to take up the mail upon unfamiliar 
routes, at a time when the weather was highly ca- 
pricious, is a terrible story. , 

Fortunately, both Congress and the Government 
realized that changes in procurement of supplies and 
personnel must be made. dations to this 
end are understood to have been fully set forth in 
the report of a special investigating committee, to 


ibe made public next week. The head of the commit- 


tee is Newton D. Baker, formerly Secretary of War. 
Advance reports of the committee’s findings make 
only slight mention of training changes, but it may 
be assumed they will be included. 

To the lay observer, as well as to trained flyers, 
it appears that the loss of life and equipment while 
the army was handling the mail was due largely to 
the omission of adequate bad-weather flying train- 
ing from the army school’s curriculum. Several of 
the pilots who were killed proved to have had less 
than 20 hours of night and blind flying. 

As the situation developed, it appeared that someone 
high in Air Corps councils blundered in assuring the 
President that the Air Corps was ready to carry the 
air mail on the same standard of efficiency ag the 
commercial air lines. The fine willingness of the 
youthful Air Corps pilots was there, as subsequent 
events proved, but the experience was lacking. 

Not only did the performance of the army men in- 
dicate that the pilots were lacking in cross-country 
experience. It also’ showed that, on the average, 
they lacked adequate training in the complicated 
business of flying by radio beacon, in which commer- 
cia] air-line pilots had long since become expert. 

True it was that there were many pilots in the Air 
Corps who were competent to fly in competition with 
any of the air-line men. These, however, were older 
flyers. They were needed to do the enormous admin- 


‘listrative work necessary to keep the ships in the 


air, as well as to carry on the norma! functions of 
the Air Corps. Hence, the younger men carried the 
mail. They were all fine handlers of airplanes, 
bat lacking in the rich background of experience 
needed for scheduled operation of an air-riail line. 

These are considerations unquestionably laid be- 
fore the Baker committee. Already the Air Corps 
has capitalized on its dearly purchased lesson by 
amplifying its course of bad-weather flying in its 
training school. Kt is to be hoped the Baker com- 
mittee will not neglect the training phase in its rec- 
ommendations. The army may never have to fly 
the mail again; but in the event of a national emer- 
gency, it will not be able to wait upon favorable 
weather to carry out military missions. Nor should 
it face such missions with the possibility of a dispro- 
portionate loss of life. 

The Air Corps, like the navy, should have an an- 
nual review, in which its efficiency is exhibited. So 
expénsive and vital a part of the national defense 
should never be left to chance. ’

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PRESERVING THE EVERGLADES. 

American Forests, the monthly magazine of the 
American Forestry Association, describes the new 
Everglades National Park as “a notable project in 
conservation.” This designation is fully justified. 
Five years ago, Florida began its campaign to ac 
quire land for a national preserve in its famous 
semi-tropical wilderness, this land to be presented to 
the Federal Government for the people of the entire 
country. The plan of the far-seeing Floridians back- 
ing the project was to do all the work and foot all 
the bills necessary to establish the park, if the na- 
tional authorities would keep it in its unspoiled state. 
They knew that the time would come when tourist 
travel would open the way for marring the Ever- 
glades’ primitive beauty unless permanent protection 
was provided. Thanks to the last Congress and the 
Presidént’s approval, Filorida’s offer has been ac- 
cepted and the national park is now a fact. 

Every state is eager to have the national Govern- 
ment establish preserves within its boundaries with 
Federal funds. Florida sets itself apart among the 
48 by buying the land and giving it to the Union. 
There has been no finer instance of State promo- 
tion of a national conservation project. 

WHERE DOES “EGYPT” BEGIN?

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HITLER PREPARES A SPEECH. 

The German Reichstag will assemble with due 
ceremony on Friday, but for no law-making purposes, 
since it now lacks that power. It will perform its 
only remaining function, that of sitting as audience 
for Chancellor Hitler. No immediate: audience is 
really necessary, however, for all Germany will bend 
attentive ears to its radio sets, short waves will car- 
ry the address to other lands, newspapers at home 
and abroad will publish it, and the Propaganda Min- 
istry will issue a huge number of pamphiets, in vari- 
ous languages, containing the speech. 

The Reichstag, once the legislative branch of what 
had been termed the world’s most democratic Re- 
public, thus is reduced to the role of an audience 
at a radio studio, attending the program by courtesy 
of the station management, and understanding it is 
to remain silent and not disturb the proceedings. 

Hitler’s topic will be apology or justification or 
glorification of his massacre of Storm Troop leaders 
and others on June 30. It must be a difficult speech 
for Der Fuehrer to prepare, for Gen. Goering had 
promised the foreign correspondents on “Bloody Sat- 
urday” that it would be made that day or next day. 
Complete lists of the victims, promised at about the 
same time, have never been made public. If Hitler 
has not the task of justifying the slaughter to his 
own conscience, he at least realizes the difficulty of 
making it palatable to his “united” German people 
and to surviving Storm Troopers, and that without 
offense to the reactionary industrialist group to 
which he is now catering. 

While awaiting Hitler’s address, Germany has 
heard the oratory of his assistant, Rudolf Hess, in 
which the keynote was a rousing summons to the 
people to resist possible invasion by France, together 
with an eloquent appeal to the same neighbor for 
mutual good will and peace. Pointing to enemies 
abroad is a favorite device of dictators to distract 
attention from discontent at home. Hess knows, of 
course, that France no longer. considers a “preventive 
war,” but now is merely waiting for Nazi-ism to col- 
lapse from its own errors. Meanwhile, France is 
strengthening its understanding with England for a 
possible emergency—hence Hess’ ayowal of German 
good wiil. 

Whatever Hitler finds to say in extenuation of his 
“clean-up,” it will doubtless be little less transpar- 
ent than the Hess discourse. It will be recognized by 
the outside world as another gesture of desperation, 
and will be acceptable only to those Germans who 
remain hypnotized by the high-flown rhetoric and 
glowing promises of the Nazi leader. 
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REMAKING THE RAILROADS. 

American railroads may be unrecognizable, in the 
direction of drastic improvements, by the time Co- 
ordinator Joseph B. Eastman gets through with them. 
His criticisms of their many obsolete, and therefore 
costly, locomotives were made public some time ago. 
Now he hgs launched a study of railroad problems, to 
be conducted by experts from four lines and the ICC, 
that may speed rail progress tremendously. 

For one thing, this group will study the feasibility 
of using new types of power for trains, including 
gasoline, electric and Diesel engine propulsion. New 
metals and alloys to reduce weight are on the agenda. 
There is a suggestion for freight and passenger cars 
that will run either on rails or on highways. An- 
other possibility is truck bodies that may be used 
by highway carriers, then attached to railroad trains. 
An all-purpose freight car is under discussion, capa: 
ble of being loaded or unloaded from the top, either 
side, either end or the bottom. And other plans as 
revolutionary are on the docket. 

If the railroads are to compete with their modern 
highway rivals, if they are to find new profit for 
themselves and provide economies and better service 
for their customers, many changes will be necessary. 
It will be fascinating to watch this proposed spec- 
tacle of railroad revolution. 
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GUIDE TO VOTERS. 

As we pointed out yesterday, Missouri deserves the 
kind of Legislature it has had because the voters 
have been apathetic in selecting and supporting su- 
perior candidates. We suggested that, by the exer- 
cise of a little study and discrimination, the voters 
can rule out unfit candidates and supplant them with 
men of ability and character, who will give the State 
the legislation it needs. An obvious way to judge 
choice of candidates is to review their records. 

At the recent special session of the Legislature, 
one of the most significant votes taken was in the 
State Senate, on a motion that the Municipal Cor- 
porations Committee return to the Senate certain bills 
authorizing municipalities to build utility plants 
through the issuance of revenue bonds. Gov. Park 
and numerous Missouri municipalities, eager for the 
passage of the measure so they might obtain Federal 
public works grants, strongly urged passage of the 
motion. They wanted to get the bills on the floor 
of the Senate, out of the hands of a committee ob- 
viously intent on murdering them. Against the bills 
were the private utility corporations who maintained 
at Jefferson City an active and well-heeled lobby. 

The issue on this motion, as phrased by Gov. Park, 
was to determine which was the more powerful in 
Missouri: the utilities or the people. The utilities 
won. The vote was 20 to 12. 

Among the 12 Senators who voted to return the 
bills to the Senate for a fait decision, two are run- 
ning for reelection. They are Thomas Jefferson 
Daggs, Kahoka, Twelfth District, and J. H. Gunn, 
Otterville, Fourteenth District. 

Of the 20 Senators who voted: against removing 
these bills from committee, where they were destined 
to certain death, eight are asking the voters for an- 
other term in the Senate.

Senator Thomas and Gov. Harrison 


ENATOR THOMAS has made a thunder- 

ing attack upon Gov. Harrison of the 

Federal Reserve Bank of New York, who 
is now in Basel conferring with the Euro- 
pean central bankers, saying: “I warn you 
that any step you take toward tying our 
money-in any way to any foreign money is 
a usurpation of the powers and preroga- 
tives of Congress.” Mr. Harrison has, of 
course, denied that he was taking any such 
step. The Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Coolidge, has denied it. 

Will Senator Thomas believe these de- 
nials? Not, I should suppose, unless the 
Senator has in the last 24 hours learned 
something about the legislation enacted by 
Congress last winter. For if the Senator had 
really understood the gold reserve bill, he 
would never have accused Gov. Harrison of 
trying to stabilize the dollar. He would 
know that the dollar has been stabilized on 
gold and in relation to the‘ gold standard 
currencies since Jan. 31. 

On that date, the Treasury announced that 
“until further notice, it will also sell gold 
for export to foreign central banks when- 


merely to “any foreign money,” but to all 
foreign money with a fixed gold content. 

What Senator Thomas was afraid of, ap- 
parently, was that Gov. Harrison would 
make an agreement in Europe that the 
President would not again alter the value of 
the dollar. But what good would such an 
agreement have been, supposing Gov. Har- 
rison had been silly enough to contemplate 
it? Gov. Harrison has rio power to fix the 
gold content of the dollar or to export gold. 
If he made such an agreement, it would be 
meaningless’ unless he was specifically au- 
thorized to make it by the President of the 
United States. And since it is officially 
stated that he had no such authority, it is 
inconceivable that he has made or has tried 
to make such an agreement. 
The attack is extremely unfair. It ac- 
cuses Gov. Harrison of usurping power, 
though there ig not the slightest evidence 
for the charge. It makes him out a: fool 
who does not know enough about the law 
under which- he operates to know that he 
could not usurp this power if he wanted to. 

But what is most unfair about the whole 
episode is that Sengtor Thomas’ shot is 
aimed through Goy.

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NRA and Prices 


From Business Week. 


RADUALLY, the happy illusion _ that 

NRA was to create a Utopia for business 
in which prices would be stable, uniform 
and high is fading under the hammering of 
opposition and the logic of events. 

It was a dream certain to crack when 
rubbed against a brief period of experience. 
But some business men, enthusiastic about 
NRA and their codes so long as they seemet 
to promise a kind of profit insurance, now 
are bitter. They talk as if they had been 
betrayed, duped into compliance with labor 
requirements under false promises. This is 
their first reaction. They will become less 
pessimistic as time goes on. 

For it is a mistake to feel that price-fixing 
was all NRA had to offer in return for codr 
fied standards of wages and hours. It was 
likewise a mistake to imagine that some of 
the extreme programs of price-fixing could 
last any length of time, codes or no codes. 

The great value of the codes is that, wha 
ever the details of the policy eventually # 
be fixed, they will continue at least to keep 
price competition in open daylight, whereas, 
in the days before the code regime, it wa 
a matter of stealthy stabbings in the dark. 

The trade practice provisions, the freedom 
to meet, discuss and formulate rules, then 
to enforce them with Government blessing 
and assistance, as contrasted with the out 
worn philosophy and senseless rigors of the 
anti-trust laws, are reward enough for what 
ever has been exacted from business in the 
way of concessions. And we believe most i» 
dustries eventually will come to this view, 
if they have not already reached it.

The Harriman company, which 
runs the little town of 
tenn. like a feudal barony, was 
months ago accused by the Na- 
tional Labor Board of violating the 
collective bargaiming provisions of 
the NRA. 

The specific charges were inter- 

ference with attempts at unioniza- 
tion, plus discrimination against 
union workers. Some 300 of the 
latter lost their: jobs because of 
ynion membership. 
» After months of mysterious dal- 
ying, Johnson finally “jerked” the 
company’s Blue Hagle. It set up a 
great howl, and shut down its plant, 
throwing 650 employes out of 
work. 

In the recriminations that fol- 
lowed the amazing fact came to 
light that Johnson, far from being 
hard-boiled or drastic, had beén al- 
most tender in his dealings with 
the company. *

Arthur J. Gaines, secretary-Man- 
ager of the society, and Hugo 
Koehler, chairman of its orchestra 
committee, were authorized to pro- 
ceed with plans for the next sea- 
son. 

They were directed to close a con- 
tract with Viadimir Gelschmann, 
who will again conduct the orches- 
tra, to sign contracts with 78 mu- 
sicians approved by Golschmann, to 
complete the needed guaranty fund 
and resume the sale of season tick- 
ets. These activities, Gaines said, 
were suspended two weeks ago. 

There will be 18 subscription 
concerts on Friday afternoons, 
Gaines said, and an equal number 
on Saturday nights.

They show that, 
among persons 15 years old or 
older, there are 206,698 who are 
single, 375,490 married and 7221 
divorced. 

Philip J. Hickey, who directed 
the census for the board, said the 
number of single persons was 4 
per cent higher than in the Federal 
decennial cengus of 1930, while the 
number of married persons was 2 
per cent lower.

T took .me a long time to realize

Once a week they emerged and 
made an afternoon pilgrimage to 
their daughter's grave. Hidden be- 
hind the cypress trees, we young- 
sters used to wateh them, fascinat- 
ed. First they would tidy up the 
plot, pulling the weeks slowly with 
lax, gray fingers. Then they would 
seat themselves upon the curbing. 

They did not cry. They must 
have used up their tears long ago. 
Until it grew so dark that the road 
was a dim blur, they would sit

Our parents scolded us when 

tried to make ‘us feel that 
such grief was holy, almost like 
being in church, and we were wrong 
to snoop.
